A H£ff BAXKKGPT LAW. 


THE Boston Board of Trade has set 


on foot a movement for a new bank- 
rupt law, which has been prepared by 
Judge Lowell, and tent out for exam- 
ination and criticism, 
Serious and 


vital objections to the old law caused 
its repeal, tbe most serious of which 
were the distance parties and their 
attorneys had to go to find a court, and 
that the fees usually ate up the estate. 
Under Hie proposed law registers are 
made salaried officers, and assignees 
receive no other compensation than 
the creditors shall authorize the court 
to approve. Tne entire system of fees 
is abolished with the exception of the 
clerks, and these are restricted. If 
this bill, or any other that may be de- 
vised will secure to honest men fail- 
ing in business, a fair divisioa of 
their estate among their credi ors, and 
not protect or countenance fran-» and 
legalized robbery in any form, it will 
meet pretty general approval; other- 
wise the country is better off without 
any national bankrupt law. The pro- 
posed bill prepared by Judge Lowell is 
well worthy the carefuil examination 
of lawyers an .business men interested 
in the subj ict. 


Our own requirements are' increasing 
•trl*a rapid pee, while the demand 
film Bsxope Is constantly assuming 
larger proportions. It has not been 
long since it began to draw on the 
minds of transatlantic people that 
Indian cornmeal could be made into 
wholesale human food as well as that 
the raw material is food for domestic 
animals. The prejudice against it is 
gradually giving way, as is shown by 
our Increasing exports nf both corn 
and com meal. Cheap, wholesome, 
nutritious, the demand for it will 
increase, and, year by year, absorb 
more Of our increasing production of 
this great cereal. As from its dis- 
covery It has played a conspicuous 
part in American civilization, so in 
the future it is destined to have a 
vast influence upon the economic re- 
relations between this country and 
other nations. Messrs. Read aad Pell, 
in their recent report as commission- 
ers of the British government to in- 
vestigate our agricultural resources 
and capacities, spoke of American 
corn production as "next in impor- 
tance to wheat, if not claiming 
rank." In our growth and develop 
ment as a nat'on the part of this 
cereal has been of great significance, 
and in our future progress it will 
hardly be lees conspicuous. 


ALE2U3DEB HAMILTON. 


The ceremony of unveiling the 


statue of Alexander Hamilton took 
place on Monday, in Central Park, 
New York. The statue was presented 
to the city by John C. Hamilton, son 
of Alexander Hamilton, who is now 
in his eighty-ninth year, and the ad- 
dress was made by Hon. Edward M. 
Evarts. secretary of state. President 
Hayes and other officials attended the 
caremonies. 


This ceremony recalls the life and 


opinions of what is recognized as one 
of the ablest men of his day, and 
whose theories of government are 
now gradually gaining control. Mr. 
Hamilton was a member of the con 
stitutonal convention, and as such, 
submitted to that body a constitu- 
tion for consideration and adoption. 
This was promptly rejected, and thai 
of JefftT-ou finally adopted. The theory 
of Hamilton can be understood by the 
following extract from a speech de- 
livered in tl.at convention upon his 
proposed "model government." 
He 


said: 


in Massachusetts, If the spinsters of 
that aUte must be restricted to men 
older than themselves, iuis ajfearenl, 
that the fi Id will be greatly reduced 
from what it will be if they can seek 
partners for their connubial bliss m 
the whole unmarried male population 
regardless of age. Dr. Johnson, Dis- 
raeli and Aaron Burr did not ihesitate 
to link tlieir fates with women older 
than themselves, while women of re 
nown have not thought it unwortny* 
to have husbands under them in years, 
as was witnessed in the marriage of 
Mine, dn Stael at 44 with a toy of 20, 
while Rachel, Miss Thackery, Mrs. 
Cralk, Margaret Fuller and many oth- 
ers besides George Eliot have defied 
public opinion in the same way. Let 
the old maids of Massachusetts take 
heart and pluck a husband when they 
find him, no matter what big age, 


Run Into by a Whale.

The steam collier Beading is now ly- 


ing up for repairs at Cramp'a Dry-dock, 
Kensington.

THE COtfH PRODUCT. 


[Chicago Times trade article.] 


In an article on the corn production 


of this country. The Prairie Farmer 
calls attention to the fact that it 
thrives best in a moderately moist and 
high temperature. 
The reports of 


the department of agriculture upon 
the corn crop of the past season is 
suggestive on this point. Owing to 
the dry weather in various parts of 
the country north of tha Ohio river 
and In western Kansas and Nebraska, 
the crop is considerably below the 
average, while in the middle states as 
well as in the south Atlantic ai.d Gulf 
states the yield is above an average. 
The soil of an Immense area in the 
southwest is peculiarly adapted to the 
com riant. It delights in such as are 
permeable to heat, air, and the roots 
of tbe plant. 
Given these, and a 


mean temperature of 70 deir. and a 
rainfall of about ten inches during the 
growing period, and it flourishes in 
its highest excellence. While there 
are large areas in the uncultivated 
portions of the southwest that are 
arid and unfruitful, there are other 
and wider areas that are fertile, upon 
which corn will eventually be culti- 
vated because of tneir special adapt- 
ation to the crop, and thus the In- 
crease in the production will go for. 
ward fora long time to come in a 
ratio similar to that which has hither 
to marked the history of this cereal in 
the United states. As The Prairie 
farmer remarks, of ail crops raised in 
the temperate zone Indian corn yields 
the greatest amount of food in pro- 
portion to the labor expended in its 
culture. 
While it grows with tbe 


most luxuriance between the thirty- 
flfth and forty-second 
parallels, it 


flourishes in a much wider range, be- 
ing grown at elevations in the northern 
hemisphere 9,000 feet above tbe level 
of the sea, and at far greater altitudes 
south of theeqnat-r. Its geographi- 
cal rang*, bowever, is much less than 
that of wheat, yet this is more than 
counterbalanced by its hardiness, to 
father with the rapidity with which 
it matures and the quantity of the pro- 
duct per acre. A comparison, how- 
ever, of these two great cereals isun. 


Both are indtapensibte and 


"I believe tbe British government 


forms the best model tbe world ever 
produced. 
All companies

themselves into the few and many.

the others are the mass of the people. 
The voice of tbe people is said to be 
the voice of God, taut it is not true in 
fact. The people are turbulent and 
changing. They seldom judge or de- 
termine rightly. Give, therefore, th 
rich and well born a permanent share 
ID the government. You cannot have 
good executive on the demociatic 
plan." 


He believed in an autocracy of 


birth and wealth. He was in favor 
of a separation from the mother 
country, not to establish liberty and a 
government "of the people and for 
the people," but to establish a govern 
ment after the same model from 
which we bad just been separated. 


But, it will be said, what has the 


theories of Hamilton to do with the 
politics of to-day ? [t will be admit- 
ted that there has been a gradual 
departure from tbe principles of Jet 
fereon, and a growing demand for "a 
strong, centralized government,—a 
nation with a big N. The president 
elect, Mr. Garfield, is an exponent < f 
this theory. On the occasion of a 
visit to New Turk in August last, 
he proclaimed 
hi* belief in the 


doctrines of Hamilton, and lauded 
him as an ideal statesman. He then 
•aid: 


"That student, soldier, statesman, 


and great leader of thought, Alexan 
der Hamilton, of New York, uadf 
this republic glorious by his think- 
ing, a> d left bis lasting impress upon 
New York, the foremost State of the 
Union; and here on this island, tbe 
scene of bis early triumphs, we gather 
to-tiigbt, soldiers of the new war, re- 
presenting the same ideas of uuion 
and glory, and adding to the column 
of the monument that Hamilton and 
Washington and the heroes of the 
Revolution reared."

The Giant Monopoly. 


The Standard Oil Company ia proba- 


bly the most gigantic monopoly in this 
blessed country of monopolies. Its prof- 
its during the laat ten years have been 
over $20,000,000. 


It is now gobbling up land wholesale, 


and baa recently purchased entire coun- 
ties. These are nil wheat lands, princi- 
pally in Minnesota, but purchases hare 
been made in all the Northwest and in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and other states. 


Two weeks ago a man was sent quietly 


from Fittsburg to superintend a large 
portion of this land. Of 40,000 acres se- 
cured, 20,000 will be broken up and cul- 
tivated in wheat this year. Purchasi 
agents are still in the Northwest, a 
tne work of gobbling lands continues. 
The purchasing committee travels in a 
special car, and when they encounter a 
tract of land that suits them it is at once 
absorbed. 


Much 01 this property is in the shape 


of land grants to railroads. Within six 
xnonrlia thn KtanrlmH trill oantml fivt*v a 
million acres of wheat land. Their ob- 
ject is to make a "corner" on the wheat 
market of the world. If the Standard 
gets a hold on the wheat market tbe peo- 
ple will need hereafter to pray with more 
than usual fervor, "Give us this day out 
daily bread."

The labor of an Editor.

The 
merest slip of the pen, an epithet too 
much, a wrong date, a name misspelt, or 
with a wrong initial before it, the misin- 
terpretation

Tnis colUp»e illustrates a peculiar 


teatuie of human nature— the wil- 
lingness to trust sir mjicrs. Stringers 
come heie and comuienca a trade, 
which to most of our c't Z'-us is en- 
tiiely new, anil in turty days do a 
liu»nwss amounting in actual money 
tiansactiotis t<) about £30, 000. If our 
own citizens, with k .ow.. capital, had 
attempted the same scheme, fiey 
would have bcon looked upon with 
suspicion, an"! iliev piobably would 
not have succeeded.
